Testifies At Hearing: On 
Timber Conservation 
Legislation 


Iron Mountain— "Scandalous af­ 
fairs have been going on for the 
last five years in the sale in the 
Upper Peninsula of state-owned 
lands," Gordon R. Connor, Wake­ 
field, 
representing 
the 
Connor 
Lumber company, charged at the 
opening of the hearing on propos­ 
ed legislation to control cutting on 
privately-owned 
lands, 
before 
state legislators at the court house. 
The session is called to hear argu­ 
ments for and against control of 
cutting. 
" I will challenge the state de­ 
partment,*’ Connor continued, “ to ! 
show me where they sold timber 
lands in the U. P. and got more i 
than 25 per cent of the value." 
He made this statement as con­ 
servation 
department 
officials j 
were 
explaining, at the request 
of Walter Bagley, 
land 
owner 
from Wilson, the manner in which 
state-owned lands are sold. 
The Rev. Karl J. Hammar, Es­ 
canaba. who said he represented 
no one "unless it be the sportsmen 
of the U. P." said that ‘‘the very 
fact that a statement was made 
to the effect that the 
lands 
are 
being stripped 
of their 
timber 
means we need legislation. I own 
some land.” he continued, "not 
very much, but certainly if 
I 
wanted to take some timber from 
it, I wouldn't be adverse to hav­ 
ing some one regulate me in the 
same manner as they would on 
state-owned land next to me. I be­ 
lieve in selective forestry and I 
feel that, as 
a sportsman 
and 
conservationist, I must 
support 
any measure that will build up 
the resources of the state of Mich­ 
igan. We 
need 
the 
protection 
which can comr with legislation 
so that in the years to come the 
U. P. won’t consist primarily of 
a series of ghost towns. I don’t 
know just what needs to be done, 
but I am for regulation."

As the Rev. Mr. Hammar start­ 
ed back to his seat, Senator Hig­ 
gins said "Mr. Hammar, 
I was 
alarmed by what Mr. Connor said. 
It reflects on every legislator here 
today. Can you recommend in any 
way the manner in which the con­ 
servation 
department 
should 
handle the sale of land in the U 
p*>’» 


"No, T cannot," Hammar repli­ 


ed. " I attended such a sale last 
year and bid on a parcel which I 
wanted. I was outbid. Then I bid 
again and for a second time was 
outbid. The highest bidder got the 
land—it all seemed perfectly fair 
to me. I think the 
conservation 
men are doing a good job. They 
may need new regulations, but no 
one should make blanket charges 
against them." 
" I Can Prove It" 
Connor was on his feet again 
at this 
point, 
"I object 
to that 
statement," 
he said. 
" I 
didn't 
make blanket charges. I made a 
statement and I can 
prove 
that 
lands were sold at IO to 15 per 
cent of value in sales held in the 
U. P." 
"Were they at public auction 
or by private 
sale?"

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington— Of all the 
millions 
who 
contributed to the defeat of Japan, 
none 
perhaps is m ore entitled to credit than the 
venerable statesm an who yesterday cele­ 
b rated his 78th birthday and his last w eek 
as Secretary of War. 
Perhaps even m ore 
th an for his late 
chief, 
victory over Japen was a 
personal victory for H en­ 
ry L. Stimson. 
He had begun fighting 
Jap an 
as 
secretary 
of 
state under 
Hoover,

years ago this week. And

office— until now.

son cam e dow n to see the new president of 
the United States about Japan. 
H e and Roosevelt at that time did not 
particularly like each other. 
They had 
been political enemies since 1910. T hat w as 
the y ear which sw ept young Roosevelt in­ 
to the New York Senate and Mr. Stimson 
into defeat as candidate for governor of 
N ew York. 
Stimson, older than Roosevelt both in 
age and in m anner, regarded him as an 
ostentatious young whippersnapper, didn't 
i like the w ay he wore riding boots in the 
A lbany legislature, considered him a poor 
I im itation of his cousin Teddy, whom S tim ­ 
son worshipped. 
"Charming, but w ithout 
I stam ina,’’ w as the way Stimson described 
Roosevelt in those days. 
Nevertheless, the ex-secretary of state 
sw allow ed his personal feelings and cam e 
dow n to see the new president 
of 
the 
United States in May 1933, on w h at he 
considered the most im portant 
in te rn a­ 
tional problem facing the country— Japan. 
He urged Roosevelt not to recognize .Ja­ 
pan's conquest of Manchuria, which 
he, 
Stim son, had fought so bitterly. 
Leaving the W hite House after the in ­ 
terview , Stim son’* face glowed.

Ordinary parcel post service to 
Finland has been resumed 
and 
mail service to Finland has been 
extended to comprise all classes 
of regular mails, letters, postcards 
and printed m atter in general, a 
current Postal Bulletin announces. 
Parcel post acceptable (unregis­ 
tered and uninsured) is subject to 
the same rates and conditions as 
were in effect prior to the suspen­ 
sion of service. 
However, there are the follow­ 
ing restrictions: Only one parcel 
per week may be sent by anyone 
on behalf of the same person or 
concern to or for the 
same 
ad­ 
dressee; weight of each parcel is 
limited to ll pounds, 
length 18

Gravel-Was Used 


On Inland Road 


In a recent issue of the Press, 
in a news story about com pletion j 
of a road between G u ild e r and 
Port Inland, the term 
“g rav el” 
was used in reference to the ag­ 
gregate furnished by the 
Inland 
Lim e and Stone company. This, it 
seems, 
was 
a 
technical 
error 
which the Press is glad to correct. 
Harold Rich, highway engineer 
in charge, states that the aggre­ 
gate furnished in both instances 
for the entire job was 
crushed 
stone. This graded m aterial was 
properly proportioned of all sizes 
of stone from dust to 3i inch in 
size. The sh a rp angular shape cf 
all particles regardless 
of 
size, 
produces a mechanical bond w hich 
reduces the tendency of w rinkling 
in the finished sheet even though 
a little surplus asphalt 
is 
used. 
The proper proportioning of sizes 
produces a denser product req u ir­ 
ing less asphalt for binder. 
The Road Commission considers 
this aggregate to be ideal for this 
class of w ork and 
extends 
its 
thanks to the Inland 
Lim e 
and 
Stone com pany for their coopera­ 
tion in producing such a road.
